Many of 
Iheio coal thefts are committed by 
the younger class, and knowing that 
no punishment awaiu tiieBif they 
make no h«UtaBe)r la ^yiag tbeir 

vocation.

Mrs. Willie l 'l...lii r, ii iiiurried wo- 
lweuty-»lx years of age, living with 
her husbauU at 141 Bixtb, near Main 
-tivet, committed suicide last night 
'ly tskiiii; tour ounces of laudanum. 

At about i -.'M o'clock laatulghl, ac- 
cording to evidence gathured by Dr. 
Miller, she lef her room and went at 
once ui tbe drug alore uf Newhuuac 
& Co., at the corner of beveiKh and 
Market s(reeta^ where she bad relllled 
a fuur-uuuce bottle of laudanum. 
ICaturnlng tu ber home, she sat down 
at a small table and wrote two letters, 
iiiic lu lier liiihbaiiil and the other lu 
her r, Misi Molliu Webli, who 
liveil with Ihcui. Alier (his she uu' 
dressed herself, and, daliberataly 
drinking the drug, lay down on the 
bed lo await the end. 

Her liiiabaiid and sister are both 
employed at the harness manufaclu- 
ry of liuulap Bros., on Main, between 
Sixth aiid Seventh slrceu. They ro- 
111 rued home at about (i o'clork, and 
a( once discovered the pour wuiiihii's 
condition. l>r. Monlgomcry was 
sent fur, but desplto hi* efforts she 
died at 8:30 o'clock. When found 
she was Insensible, and (he deadly 
drug had so (akeii possession of her 
thai no antidote or remedy admiiiis- 
icred liad the least effect. Coroner 
Miller began an Investigation inlu the 
causes that led her to the act. From 
her husband, sister and iieighburs it 
was learned that she had been lu bad 
health for about two years, and had 
formed the habit of lakiii^ opium. 
This had so broken her down in 
health and luind thai it was supposed 
she was sulTering from tein|>orary 
•bsrratlon when she ooirimltlad; ,t(ie 
■4eeA. It was then leatUia tbMJMr 
hnsband had been a drinking nau, 
and she had always been troilbied by 
this habit ol his. A suspicion ex- 
pressed of ]ealouay of her sisler was 
pioinplly denied by the husband, 
H hostateil that he didn't want aiiv- 
Iliiiij leiibatiuiial piilili^lieil aluiul llie 
ease, as in dine il would develop it- 
self. 

"There will be a big scnsalioii," 
said he (o (he CoininciTial, "and it 
will drag me down lo the dogs.'' 
Further inquiry failed to elicit any- 
thing from the busbaud, wbodivided 
bis time between sobbing on a win- 
duw-sill and keeping llio people in 
tbe room quiet. 

The letters left by (ho young wo- 
inau were written in an almost Illeg- 
ible hand and an hour's patient work 
deeipliereil iiiily a lew ceiiloncos. 
Friiiii wliiil l uiild he leariieil .lie was 
elated at the uruspecl uf going to a 
better land andautodlu the letwr to 
her sister that she died (o escape a 
horrllile tale wliii-Ii was about to bf- 
fall her. .Hii; iiiuile rli:irge>'. wliieli 
may iiul be well gruimded, lliat cer- 
(aln slanders clronlaled alioiU her b.v 
her fa(her-ln-law and hia wife caused 
her to lake her life. Slie asked her 
sihler lo keep her liodyout of xlglit of 
Iho Fisher family. She reiterated 
the charges against Mr. and Mrs. 
Fisher In tlio letter to her liualiand. 
.She el. HI (I with piol'essions ofevcr- 
lasiiiit: ileviitiiiii and reqneated thai 
nhe III! biiricii on Thnrislay. 

She was a iNtiss Willie Webb before 
her marriage, and csuie here live 
years ago from llopkinsvlllu, Ky., 
where her parents now rcsidr. .She 
was a servant ill the family of Itcu- 
iieii Diickley, llie allorncy, and was 
married two years ago (o young fish- 
er, Hi his liiiiise. 

.She win a tall, liaiiilauiiie (.'il l, with 
yelluw hair aud bluo eyes. Her fig- 
ure was an «Imo«t faultless one, and 
in life she niusi have been a-beauttful 
woman. 

Two weeks ago she made a desper- 
ate attempt to kill hersoll, taking 
about twtioonceaof landaunmi but 
she was discovered In time to eave 
her life.

I he \Vi >i lirHt .leqnire.l 
tlio conlidsnca of K.islorn farmers in 
the value of ita grass scad tlirungli its 
freedom from the sneds of Can:id i 
thistle. Il is so to-day. This pesl do« s 
nut liotirisli well in our idtiivtal prairie 
siiils. Many other weed seeds do. If tliu 
allegation of Kastcrn parties in relation 
lu the impurity of Wilstem gras< seeiU 
is true, l!n! remedy lies with ilio 
fariii.'rs. W'ehave niiiis ami separ.il- 
ors lliat will clean s 'eil pert. c!ly 
from all utiiers. No si>ed .sliuiild t.u 
sent out as delivered from the ihrHsln r. 
it will pay to clean it In the most ner- 
foet niannor. for all dealers "dock' (he 
waste out of the seed tliev buy.

COWS FOR THE DAIRY. 

Soma of the Kssontlitl INilnts to no Cuii- 
•I ler«a In Thrlr S<.lo<itli>n. 

Il U hardly to be expected, in a coun- 
try of so gr at diversity of sod, ciimatn 
and olovalionas onrj, that there should 
not be'as great diversity tu llie breeds 
of oows adapted thossto. It is a wise 
man who has the faculty of adiMKing t 
breed tu a siiiiaiiuu,' or.fatoer the 
pr.ieLii'iil experience to determine 
whetlier thil suil and situation is folly 
eaW'iilaied to the purpose ol dairying 
a.s a special business. 

Tu succeed in dairying, the pastures 
must b« lluab and lone oontinued, und 
the means of providing rich loud In 
winter ample and cheap. Next, and 
no less essential, ttiero must bo plenty 
of pure, living water. Tlien again, 
some means must bo nvailablo wnere 
tine butter Is to bo made, of holding u 
comparatively low teinuernluru. Tln so 
assiireil, there is certainly no niann- 
faeturo eoniieeleil with the farm that 
promises better leiiiriis if dlscrilUina- 
tion has been used in the selection ol 
Iho cows or the estabUlibmeut of tba 
breed to l>a kept 

Whatever (ho breed, the cows must 
give largo messes of milk, and lung 
eonlinued, for no man can succeed in 
dairying who exponts to milk cows 
through the season and when dry torn 
them off for beef, depending iinon pick- 
ing op others fur the supply. 'I'liis 
course never held a herd that would 
give milk enough to make dairying 
profltsble. The dairy of cows that will 
not average four iiundrod gallons of 
milk per cow for the year hail belter 
be discarded. The hlvher one can 
raise llie.rtvura<;e alto\'e this li\ judi- 
eiuiis feeding llie j;r.'aler llie prutit. 
Wtt say judicious, for lliti man who 
overfceils for a record on cows does so 
at u cost never commensurated in 
dollars ami cents for the milkoblidnod, 
.Indieiuiis fr ediii;; means the best fund 
thai o.in \x' made on tb^ farm, supple- 
niontud, for variety, with bran and 
otiicr millslnff that may usually bo 
hoiixht cheaply, due caro be>.og taken, 
while feeding as mnob as can lie prop- 
erly digested, not to overfeed. Henco 
the best dairy cow is the one that can 
cat and digest the most Rrii-ss, and turn 
It Into inllk insieau oi tnc; for grass is, 
and must ever be. the mabi food dur- 
ing the larg.T iinrt of tbeyeaf. — firm.
